REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
All independent claims, including newly introduced claim 14, have been amended to 
include the allowable limitation of claim 7, which was canceled. The prior art does not 
disclose two separate resizing circuits as disclosed by applicant. Many different 
configurations of resize circuits existed at the time of the invention by application, 
incorporating two or three different memories, various types of pipelining mechanisms, 
adaptive zoom and resizing mechanisms, playback and region selection for adaptive 
zoom and viewing on the accompanying digital camera LCD. However, this second 
resizing mechanism appears to be unique, even though various schemas have been

adopted for the stated purpose of preserving battery life and reducing power 
consumption. The stated rationale for its existence and the fact that it is claimed make 
these claims allowable. There is no substantial suggestions in the prior art to go in this 
direction, although it is known from the printer art to have multiple circuits that can 
perform sizing
